POST-MORTEM 

Dr T. C._ Pong, Police 
Surgeon, said he made on pre- 
liminary exarhinatlon of the 
d at tho scene of the 
crime. Death had taken place 
two or three hours prior to his 
examination, . 

On May 13 he carried outa 
post-mortem examination of the 
deceased in the presence of the 
dcceased'’s husband, 

There: was no external Injury 
on the body except cut wounds 
over the right side of tho face 
and the neck, Dr Pang sald. 
They consisted of five long cut 
wounds close together, reaching 
down to the bone and averoging 
bdeween five and six inches in 
length, 

The jaw bone was fractured 
into several pieces, while the 
muscles and blood vessels of the 
neck~were-severed:-The-benes of 
the n were also Injured. 

The cause of death was shock 
and hacmorrhoge from the
